Theis Merits im the Field Compared and 
Estimated. 


The military correspondent ef thc Leadon 
ioly Sr has written a series of 
orta concerning the comparative merits 
» French and German soldiers. He wade 
us observations during a six weeks’ tour 
of western Germany and eastern France. 
and has shed an exceptional amount of light 
Ypon the personnel of the two grest a-nies 
whieh watch each other day and i ght, 
year in and year out, from opposite sides 
of the Voages. 

The punctilicusness of the German sol- 
dier in comparison with the French or Eng- 
.ish seldier moat surprised the correepond- 
ent. The German never fails to salute his 
uperiors, and the latter invariably return 
‘he customary recognition. He may be in 
“atigue dress, with a leaf in one hand and a 


sausage in the other, but at sight of an! 


oticer he stands to ‘* atteation.” when the 
hand salute cannot be given qithout mak- 
ing it ridiculous, The Frenchman takes 
life far more easily, and only uader ordinary 
and convenient circumstances when he meets 
an officer does hesalute. If he is engaged 
at the time in wheeling a cart or drinking 
coffee the chances are he will not pay any 
attention to the officer. 

The cld belief thas the German soldiers 
are inferior as fighters te the French sol- 
diers, that they can only win through their 
superior organization of through superior 
strength is likely to be shaken eemewhat by 
the correspendent’s analysis of the merits ef 
Fritz and Piou-Picu ia the field. He says: 

**In every capacity Fritz seems to be a 
diligent, dependable, honest fellow. Taken 
in the mass, whether Prussier, Bavarian, or 


Saxon, he is not what could be truly called 
an ideal military type ; he ie doe tether 
than combative. The habits and methods 


of the parade and fieid days are deeply root- 
ed in him, and he awatts the commands of 
those set over him. Self-initiation being 
the rare exception, Summed up, martinet 
though Fritz may be, hia stolid rellability 
makes him a moat valuable fighting man, 
more to be counted upon in action, than 
those races with greater zeal for combat and 
quicker perception who cannot endure the 
strato of that severe disctpline which treats 
buman units ae only parte of a machine. 
Ti.is, I think, ie the utmest that can be 
fairly said about the German soldier. I do 
not go to the length, because I think the 
criticism was not merited, of the disiin- 
guished Prussian officer who the other day 
told me that the fighting spirit of ther men 
was not nearly so coed as that of the Freach 
treops. ‘Give us Frenchmen trained and 
drilied as our fellows have been,’ said the 
officer referred to, ‘ we could have dune in- 
finitely more and better work with them." 
I differ entirely from him, because Fri:z ia 
really soltd rather than showy, and what 
I have observed during the past week in fol- 
lowing the French manccuvres confirms me 
in that opinion. 

‘*[ don't wish to underrate Piou-Pion's 


military genius and valor in the least, but 
his German compeer has stout qualities that 
offset the other. Dash and enthusiasm are 


first rate, but neither will ever fill the place, 
eitber in civil or military history, to be won 
by study, mastery, or techaique, and faith- 
fal adhesion to improved methods in the 
discharge of human affairs. In France the 
system of military training remains much 
on the old basis, Germany, which has 
from time to time never he=itated to re- 
model her methods, has within the last ten 
years fairly revolutionized her old Drill 
Sergeant ways. 
Prussia, since the days of the Great Elector 
before all other countries in exacting clock- 
werk and ramrod precision in drill, 


now have reversed the process and its

Havitual Pestures. 


_Comparatively few pereoas have both 
sides of the of perfectly similar pro- 
pertions. Onze / er one arm is sberter 


than the other. The two sides of the head 
are often of unequal size. Few persons 
have ears of an equal suze and symmetrica!- 
'y placed. The size and pesitien of the 
eyes vary. In the meuth aad throat also

fected than vertical. 

This condition of inequality in the twe 

sides of the body is called asymmetry. 

Those who have observed the effects of 
}achool Iife on bedily develepment must 
have noticed the influence of habitual pes- 
| ture on the symmetry and health of the 
, body. 
| There isa tendency amozg school chi!- 
| dren, and cepecially among schovigiz!s, to 
| assume habitual postures beta in sitting and 
, Standing. The habit of throwing x1 the 
| weight of the body on one leg produces a 
| corresponding throwing of the upper part 
_ of the bedy toward the eppesite side in or- 
‘der to establish necessary cquilibriem. 
| This tends, of course, to curve the spinal 
} columns, on which the upper part of the 
body if supperted. 
| Ia this positien the body and all the in- 
_ ternal organs are throwa owt of their nor- 

mal vertical position, and the force of grav- 
ity still further exaggerates this result. 
Thus the musvles of the neok are unevenly 
exercised in the unconscious balancing of 
| the head upon the vertebral column. Even

| Ops a cendition of asymmetry of the face. 
| It is a well-known physiological law that
